°4.--Four civilians and two motor 
cars, one sent out this morning and 
one this afternoon, were driven 
swiftly over the Rhine bridge to- 
Gay into beleaguered Wesel, and it 
is believed negotiations are going 
on there for a truce. 

British and Belgian civil control 
commission representatives also 
have entered Wesel. Officially 
these visits are not being discussed, 
but evidently they were-prearranged 
as the Rhine bridge has been ab- 
solutely closed to traffic from the 
left bank of the river. 

The result of xesterday’s heavy 
fighting, it became known today, 
was distinctly in favor of the be- 
sieged. A few of the workmen’s 
forces crossed the river from Lippe 
nearly to the south and within lif- 
tle more than a mile of the town, 
but were eventually beaten back, 
and it was learned that the work- 
men, discouraged in their attempt 
to take the important main citadel 
protecting the bridge had shifted 
their attack to the ‘southeast, from 
which point there was desultory fir- 
ing throughout the day with a few 
brisk sputterings of machine gun 
fire. 

SOCIALISTS SURE OF 
IMPORTANT FOLIOS. 

Copenhagen, March 24.—Forma-

Buderich, Rhenish Prussia (Across 
the Rhine from Wesel), March 24, 
$:30 a. m—(By the Associated 
Press.)—The government 
from the southern part of the Ruhr 
district, all of whom have been be- 
sieged in Wesel since Monday 
night, were still holding the town 
safely late last night. 

The government forces are keep- 
ing open the northern side of the 
town to admit reinforcements, 
should these be sent, or to provide 
for a possible forced retreat. 

Heavy firing was heard from the 


direction of Wesel during the 
night. There were’ occasional) artil- 
jlery flurries and spurts of machine 
gun fire.

Letter to Sima.

FATHER SHOOTS 
18-YEAR-OLD BOY 
TO SAVE HIS SOUL 


Chicago, March 24.—Frank Pinano, 
Jr., today was at the county hos- 
pital with three bullet wounds in 
his body. Frank Pinano, Sr., was 
held at a police station where of- 
ficers said a murder charge would 
be placed if the eighteen-year- 
old boy died. 

“I shot him to save his. soul” 
the aged man told the police. “T 
woukl rather kill him myself than 
have the police do it. For months 
I have .been worried every time 
I heard of a ‘stack up’ for fear 
my son had been killed.” 

Frank Jr., according to court 
records, slipped into a near-crime 
record when he was 14 years’ old. 
Two years later he had become a 


Yrecognized gangster. A year ago his 


father carried him bodily to the 
police and had Frank Jr. confined 


to a boys’ home. Two months lat- 
er he was released at the instance 
of Mrs. Pinaro. 

Between sobs the aged father told 
the police of how for years he had 
herded his ten other children to 
the Church of Our Lady of Pom- 
peil on Sunday but that Frank Jr. 
was always missing—“hanging out 
with his gang.” 

Last night, Pinano, Sr., continued, 
he determined to make a final effort 
to reclaim his boy. Encountered 
with friends at a street corner, the 
youth sneeringly walked away to 
escape “being bawled out by this 
g00dy-go0ody old man,” the father 
said, and he fired five times. Two 
bullets hit Frank Jr., in the legs 
and the third seriously wounded him 
in the back.

Washington, March 24.—A_ réec- 
Ommendation that the United States 
Eovernment supply to the new re- 
public of Armenia sufficient arms 
and ammuntion “to equip a stable 
Armenian army” was made today by 
a senate subcommittee whieh has 
conducted an exhaustive investiga- 
tion of conditions in the Near East. 

Dispatch of American marines to 
protect American interests along the 
railway from Batoum to Baku also 
was recommended by the subcom- 
mittee of which Senator Harding, 
republican, of Ohio, is chairman. 
The report probably will be taken 
up by the foreign relations commit- 
tee next week. 

“The subcommittee’s hearings,” 


the report said, “clearly establish, 
the truth ‘of the.reported atrecoties 
and massacres from which these un- 
fortunate people have suffered and 
impress us deeply that. deplorable 
conditions of insecurity and starva- 
tion exist in Armenia today. 
Marines Asked. 

“Your .committee recommends a 
suitable resolution of the senate 
congratulating the people of Ar- 
menia on the recognition by the 
peace council of the independence of 
the republic of Armenia without 
prejudice relating to _ territorial 
boundaries involved, and said reso- 
lution might well express our hope 
for early stability and the full re- 
alization of Armenian aspirations to 
nationality. 

“It is further recommended that 
the executive branch of the United 
States government dispatch a war- 
ship and a force $f marines to the 
port of Satoum, with instructions to 
land the marines to protect Amer- 
ican lives and property at that port 
and along the railway line to Baku. 

Report Unanimous. 

“The commftee further recom- 
mends the passage of the necessary 
legislation by coOngress to authorize 
and direct the secretary of war to 
furnish to the government of the 
Armenian republic arms and ammu- 
nition necessary to equip a stable 
Armenian army to maintain tran- 
quility and protect the lives and 


property of the citizens of the Ar- 
menian republic.” 

Besides Senator Harding; the 
members of the subcommittee were 
Senators New, republican, Indiana, 
and Williams, democrat, Mississippi. 
The report was unanimous. 


AMERICA TO URGE 
OUSTING OF TURK 
IN NOTE TO ALLIES 


Washington, March 24.—The orig- 
inal position of the American gov- 
ernment that the Turks should be 
expelled from Europe is restated in 
a note to the allied supreme council 
which has been prepared at the 
state department and which will be 
transmitted soon. The note will 
bear the signature of Bainbridge 
Colby, the new secretary of state, 
and will be the first diplomatic 
paper to be signed by him: 

The communication is in reply to 
an inquiry from the French and 
British governments as to this coun- 
try’s views on the Turkish settle- 
ment. An early announcement at 
the department said the note had 
been dispatched, but it developed 
that this was erroneous. Officials 
were not certain when it would be 
sent through the British and French 
embassies here or through the 
American mbassis at London and 
Paris. 

The position of the American gov- 
ernment is understood to be that 
there is no sound reason for retain- 
ing the Turkish capital in Europe. 
The United States is said to take 
the view that the contention that 


expulsion of the Turk might be re- 
sented by tne Mohammedans is not 
supported by the facts, since the 
war in the Near East was won 
largely by the aid of Mohammedans. 

The United States, it is under- 
stood, desires that Armenia be set 
up as an independent states and 
that it embrace as much territory 
as the Armenian government can 
control. It also takes the position

HEARST ASSAILED 
BY DR. MORGAN 


Famous Evangelist De- 
plores All Efforts to 
Create Breach Between 
Great Britain and Peo- 
ple of United States. 


Branding an article by a former 
editor of The London Times pub- 
lished tn yvesterday Georgian, to the 
effect that “there are millions of 
people in Great Britain who hate 
the United States,” as a “damnable 
lie out of hell,” Dr. G. Campbell Mor- 
gan, speaking at.the Bible confer- 
ence in the Tabernacle last night, 
said that a parallel article pub- 
lished in the same paper over the 
name of William Randolph Hearst 
which implied that “there were also 
millions in the United States who 
hated Great Britain,” was an equal- 
ly damnable lie, made by one who 
probably hated Britain and who no 
more represented the opinion of the 
people of this country than the for- 
mer London editor represented the 
people of England. 

“And I know my England,” cried 
Dr. Morgan with indignation, “and 
I know that Horatio Bottomley does 
not represent correctly the national 
feeling in either Britain or Amer- 
ica.” 

Met Leve and Courtesy. 

“I have traveled this country 
over,” continued Dr. Morgan, “and I 
have only met love and courtesy and 
kidness and good will, and I know 
that only as we stand together can 
we hope to triumph in the cause of 
Christian righteousness.” 

This climax was reached in his 
sermon on the words of Matthew 


1ii:15, reading: “Thus it becometh us 
to fulfill all righteousness.”’ 

“The words were spoken by Christ 
at His baptism by John the Baptist, 
as he was facing his ministry in the 
world,” the speaker asserted, “and 
the three important words of the 
text are ‘thus’ and ‘fulfill’ and 
‘righteousness.’ ’ 

“"Thus’ meant the manner or 
method in which He would fulfill 
Anis mission. ‘Fulfill’ represented 


the meaning of His mission, and‘ 


righteousness’ the goal toward 
which He knew he was traveling.” 

“And ‘righteousness’ is a poor and 
corrupt word signifying an ab- 
stract quality of being ‘righteous’ 
which is a poor expression for 
‘rightwise,” or in a right manner.

foreign affairs committee and then 
| will be brought up on the house 
floor under a special rule to expe- 
dite its adoption. 

Several causes are understood to 
have contributed to the decision that 
the house should act before the 
senate, one being the absence of go 
many senators that mustering a 
quorum would be difficult. Be- 
sides, there are so many conflicting 
Opinions among republican senators 
as to what the resolution should 
contain that it was suggested the 
house try its hand and give the re- 
publican senate leaders something 
substantial to work with when sen- 
ate consideration does begin. 

Speaker Gillett and Republican 
Leader Mondell of the house held a 
long conference with Senator Lodge, 
of Massachusetts, the republican 
scnate leader, before the plans for 
house action were inaugurated and 
it was said a general understanding 
was reached as to procedure. While 
the house iS at work the senate 
leaders will continue informal con- 
ferences on the subject but no move 
on the senate floor is expected until] 
the latter part of next week at the 
earliest. 

A new element was injected into 
the question today. by Senator 
Thomas,. democrat, Colorado, who 
declared in a senate speech that if 
President Wilson vetoed a peace 
declaration, as many senators be- 
lieve he will, congress weuld have 
no authority to pass it over the 
veto. He argued that as the presi- 
dent’s concurrence is required to de- 
clare war, it also would be requisite 
to a peace declaration regardless of 
how mAny times or by what majori- 
ties the declaratory resolution might 
pass the two houses of congress.

TO QUIZ CANDIDATES 


UN CAMPAIGN FUNDS 


Another Questionnaire for 
Presidential Candidates Is 
Made Public by “‘Labor.” 


Washington, March 24.—Another 
questionnaire for presidential as- 
pirants, this time relating to cam- 
paign expenditures, waS made pub- 
lic today by Labor, a weekly paper 
published by the fourteen recog- 
nized railroad labor organizations. 

Reports that some candidates 
were spending large sums were 
given as the reason for submission 
of the questionnaire, which was in 
the form of a letter to a dozen 
democrats and republicans men- 
tioned for the nomination. Point- 
ing out that the president is en- 
trusted by the constitution with the 
appointment of the federal judiciary 
and that he is “becoming more and 
more influential in shaping legisla- 
tion,” the letter declared and that 
the Sravity of charges concerning 
improper expenditures could not be 
eXaggerated. 

“Apparently there is no adequate 
provision in the taws,” the letter 
continued, “to safeguard the selec- 
tion of delegates to national party 
conventions. Candidates for 
presidency and their friends may, 
so far as federal statutes are con- 
cerned, expend as much money as 
they see fit to affect the result. 

“In view of these. self-evident 
facts, Labor respectfully asks you 
to answer the following questions: 

“First—How is your . campaign 
financed? How much have you ex- 
pended to date and how much do you 
expect to expend before the national 
convention of your party meets? 
Will you be good enough to furnish 
the names of contributors to your 
campaign fund, or to any fund 
which is to be used in your behalf, 
and the amounts of the contribu- 
tions? Will you, before your na- 
tional convention meets, make a 
further sworn statement of expen- 
ditures, together with lists of con- 


tributors, and furnish same to the! 


press? 

“Second—Are you willing to join 
in an appeal to congress to immedi- 
ately enact legislation which will 
compel all candidates for the presi- 
dency to make sworn returns to 
some official of the national gov- 
ernment, showing all moneys ex- 
pended by the candidates or anyone 
acting in their behalf, together with 
the names of all contributors to the 
candidates’ campaign fund, or to 
any fund which may be raised in 
their behalf? 

“We want to assure you that this 
letter is not to be construed as an 
indictment of the methods of any 
candidate.’

This is the burden of the méssage 
sent to the Pennsylvania safety con- 
gress at Harrisburg today by Sumuel 
Gompers, president of the Ameri- 
can Fedeation of Labor.

Ivn of his brother, Louis Gompers. 
The Gompers message was delivered 
to the safety congress by’ Matthew 
Woll, vice president of the federa- 
tion. 

“Practically every mechanical ope- 
ration and every machine” said Mr. 
Gompers, “can be made _ safe, It 
should be made obligatory for in- 
dustry to apply the device now 
available. Statistics do not reveal 
the whole story of anguish and suf- 
fering that is due to preventable 
injury. 

“To make industry safe calls for 
the application of all the knowledge 
there is, all the genius there is, all 
the good will there is. Make way 
full and free experssion of 
he knowledge and genius and good 
will of labor and you make way for 
all the help there is in fYabor for 
safety. : 

“Shut labor on the outeide and 
you will stifle its interest and its 
intelligence and its good will. Safe- 
ty, in its broadest sense as well as 
in the realm of purely mechanical 
matters depends the full acceptance 
of the workers@as human beings.”

LAW IS VIOLATED 
BY LABOR AGENTS, - 
ASSERTS STANLEY 


State Commissioner of Commerce 
and Labor H. M. Stanley Wednesday 
addressed a letter to all the sheriffs 
throughout 
the state calling. attention to, the 
violation of the Georgia law by 
labor agents. Nirmerous complaints 
have reached his office of the ac- 
tivities of labor agents, all of whom 
are acting without authority of 
law, he says, because none of them 
have obtained licenses from his of- 
fice as the law requires. He says: 

“Any person securing labor or 
attempting to seeure labor to be 
carried out of the state in ivolation 
of the law can be arrested on four 
counts for ach offense as follows: 

“First—For failing to register 
with the ordinary as an emigrant 
agent. 

“Second—For failing to pay the 
tax collector, in each county where 
such person operates, a fee of $1,000. 

‘“Third—For failing to apply for 
license; give bond in the sum of 
$1,000; and to make monthly reports 
to the department of commerce and 
labor. 

“Fourth—For: faling to secure li- 
ecense from the department of com- 
merce and labor. 

“At this time no person i 
gia is qualified to act as 
grant agént and any persqn, there- 
fore, who is transporti or at- 
tempting to transporrt labor out of 
the state is guilty of each of thé of-

fenses named above. Every laborer 
secured and efery attempt to se- 
cure labor is a separate’ offense. 
“Labor in Georgia is scarce and 
is needed for our own use. We can- 
not spare a single person for use 
outside the state. Our farms are 
all being rapidly depleted and every 
available hand is needed o nthe 
farms now. It is,not only right and 
proper under ordinary cireumstances 
to apprehend these emigrant agents, 
but it is now a,patriotic duty to 
put every one of them in jail. I 
therefore, urge-you to watch care- 
fully and, if any person is found 
endeavoring to secure labo for 
use in other states, to immedfately 
put suhc persom under arrest and 
prosecute him te the full extent of 
the law. Iwould be glad if you 
will atfvise me from time to time 
relative to.this matter. Any aid 
I can give you will be heeerfully 
rendered. Any movement of labor 
should be carefully watched. It is 
a favorite practice for,these agents 
to purchase tickets or laborers 
from one point in Georgia to another 
point. and then at the latter point 


'o eiher buy ickets to the objecive 
to, pay |

Thirty-five state legislatures hav- 
“ ing ratified the Susan B. Anthony 


amendment to the federal constitu- 
tion, one more is needed to make 
the principle of woman suffrage 
nation-wide in its application. ? 

Delaware, whose legislature is 

_ now in session, is looked upon as 
the pivotal state upon this issue. 

But Delaware is merely a pivotal 

state on the question of whether or 
mot woman suffrage shall become 
effective for the 1920 elections; 
and it may not hold that strategic 
‘position by reason of the possibil- 
ity that North Carolina may ratify 
the amendment as the thirty-sixth 
state, thus assuring votes for wom- 
en this year regardless of Dela- 
ware. 

The indications are now that fa- 

-vorable action on the ratification 
proposal will not be taken by Dela- 
ware; and at best the amendment 
has only a “fighting chance” in 
North @grolina. 

But no power under the sun can 
stave off woman suffrage after this 
year. 

With the approval of only one 
more state required to make the 
nineteenth amendment effective, 
even the opponents of suffrage 
admit that several additional states 
will ratify it as soon as their legis- 
latures meet next winter. 

So the fight may be regarded as 
won, the only possible doubt now 
being as to whether or not the 
amendment is to become effective 
this year. 

Universal suffrage in this coun- 
try has been inevitable for the past 
several years. 

In every state in which woman 
suffrage has been tried it has op- 
erated satisfactorily, and none of 
the horrible results prophesied have 
materialized. 

In those states it was found that 
after suffrage had been given a 
thorough test women still were 
women, with none of the attributes 
of their domestic virtues in the 
slightest degree impaired. They 
were still the same wives, mothers 
and home-keepers they had always 
been—and, if anything, better citi- 
zens. 

In every state in which woman 
suffrage has been tried it has op- 
erated for the public good; sod that 
with the experiment having proved 
satisfactory in every state it be- 
came inevitable that the ballot

AN UNJUST CHARGE. 


Rev. C. C. Rarick, executive sec-

those deaths from disease were 
caused by pneumonia—which would 
be far from the truth—pneumonia 
would still be chargeable with.only 
a small-fractional part of the total 
army mortality. 

As to the extent to which pneu- 
monia was “assisted by smoking,” 
this temperance enthusiast is quot- 
ed as having said that “we helped 
thousands of them (soldiers) along 
by making cigarette fiends® of 
them.” 

Which is a ridiculous statement, 
a perversion of the facts, and a 
charge of moral degradation for 
which there is no warrant, and 
which every soldier, ex-soldier and 
patriotic American citizen is justi- 
fied in resenting.

Of Senator Hoke Smith 


(From The Savannah Press.) 

Senator Reed is one of the most 
persistent and uncompromising op- 
ponents of the democratic adminis- 
tration in Washington. He has lost 
no time in fighting President Wil- 
son and in riddling the league of 
nations with destructive reserva- 
tions. In fact, his position was s0 
offensive that the people of his own 
state greeted him on one occasion 
with eggs and epithets. Of course, 
there will be no such demonstration 
in Georgia. Our people are not in 
the habit, during the period of 
high prices, of wasting eggs upon 
men like Senator Reed. But the 
man ought to be let alone severely. 
We do not believe that he will find 
sympathetic audiences in Georgia. 
Democrats will probably stay away 
from his meeting, or will treat him 
with cold civility. 

At the same time, it must be ad- 
mitted that the hostile course of the 
senior senator from Georgia may 
have the effect of smoothing the 
path of a man like Reed of Mis- 
souri. For Senator Smith has 
rected the minds of the people 
against the president in this state 
and against nearly everything that 
the president does. He commenced 
his course before we entered the 
European war and maintained it 
while we were in the war. He of- 
fended a public audience in Georgla 
in June, 1917, and called down upon 
himself a well-merited rebuke from 
Judge Andrew J. Cobb, who took 
occasion upon a patriotic Fourth of 
July meeting, two weeks later, to 
criticise and to censure the man 
who was elected as a democrat and 
who has shown such reversal of 
his position. Nearly every measure 
for the conduct of the war which 
reached the United States senate 
was criticised and amended by this 
former democratic senator, who 
long ago forfeited the title which 
he bears and lost the confidence of 
many people whom he assumes to 
represent. 

The natural sequel to Senator 
Smith is Senator Reed. He has 
shown his entire sympathy for the 
policy of the Georgia senator by 
coming to Georgia to open hiS cam- 
paign.

The epidemic 
that has been raging in the United 
States and now is subsiding came 
exactly 66 weeks after the 1918 
visitation. 

The authorities at Washington 
say the periodicity suggests that 
we may be dealing with infecting 
organisms which not only have the 
power of reproducing themselves in 
a virulent form continuously for a 
long period if susceptible persons 
are exposed, but have the power of 
developing in cycles of 33 or 66 
weeks. 

W. LeMar Talbot, president of 
the Fidelity Mutual Life Insurance 
company, of Philadelphia, had one 


of his actuaries go over the influ- 
enza and pnuemonia death record of 
the United States in a number of 
selected cities to check up Dr. 
Brownlee’s statement. The result 
justifies the eminent British doc- 
tor’s theory. The actuary went 
further. He went back to the “grip” 
records of the period. from 18980 
to 1893, inclusive. They show those 
epidemics occurred in cycles of 33 
weeks, being severe when the 33- 
week periods came in winte® and 
light when they came 4n summer. 


The official figures of the influ- 


1 enza epidemics show that the 1918 


attack began in the third week in 
September, when the number of 
deaths was 612. Then the mortal- 
ity rose rapidly for five weeks. TRe 
totals for those five weeks were 
1,764, 4,769, 11,420, 19,939 -— 20,- 
846, respectively. Then they began 
to decline. The peak was reached 
in the week of October 26. From 
that time the 33-week period would 
have brought a recurrence of the 
epidemic in the middie of June, 
1919, but as June is a summer 
month the influenza germ was at- 
tenuated and the public was spared. 
From mid-June, 1919, to the last of 
January, 1920, was. exactlh 33 
weeks, or 66 weeks from the plague 
of 1918. In the last week of Janu- 
ary of this year the death record 
from influenza was higher, with 
four exceptions, than at.any time 
immediately after the epidemic of 
1918 began to wane. 


But the death chart of la grippe 
epidemics in the four years, 1890- 
1893, inclusive, is even the better 


proof of the correctness of Dr. 
Brownlee’s idea. This shows that, 
beginning with a heavy death toll 
in February, 1890, 33 weeks later 
brought the record to August. That 
being a hot month, the death were 
few. Thirty-three weeks later 
brought the record to April, 1891: 
The deaths were not so high as in 
February of the year before, but 
were considerable. The next 33 
weeks carried the record to Novem- 
ber, 1891. Thefe were many deaths 
then, the weather being wintry. 
June, 1892, was the next 33 weeks’ 
run. June had a low record of 
deaths. The next period carried the 
chart to February, 1893, and there

But the danger will not be so 
great, or it would appear that it 
will not be so great, then, for there 
are signs that the germ is not so 
strong as it was and that it grad- 
ually is getting weaker and more 
and more attenuated. Possibly, roo, 
the physicians, by that time, will 
discover some way of inoculating 
the people against’ the horrible 
scourge. 


The railway Age says private 
owthership and operation of rail- 
roads in the United States is go- 
ing to be put to the severest test, 
on March 1 next, to which it ever 
~— a subjected. 


And it is evident the railroad un- 
lons are going to make it as dife- 


ficult as they can for private man- 
agement to succeed. 


It will be necessary for the rail- 
roads to retrench. The unions will 


fight retrenchment if it means cur- 
tallment of forces or any reduction 
of wages. 


It is unfortunate for the railroads 
that some of their spokesmen have 
been unnecessarily harsh in their 


criticism of the raflroad adminis- 
tration. They have been willing 
to attribute all the woes from which 
Shipper or traveler suffered to the 
laxity or stupidity of the adminis- 
tration. This has given a notion 
to short-visioned persons that, with 
the return of private management, 
the railroads will operate with pre- 
cision, 

The fact is the railroads are in 


'bad physical condition. It is going 
to take a tong time and many hun- 


| dreds of millions of dollars of ex- 
| penditure to get them back to ¢on- 
dition where they will function 
propefly. ney were not in first- 
|Class shape when the government 
took them over, They have been 
heavily strained since then. 

Apparently there are some bitter 
antagonisms in the railroad circle, 
for The Age says: 

‘The ‘managements of most com- 
panies s€em to realize that the 
highest degree of co-operation be- 
tween the various rajlways as well 
as the highest meagure of ability 
in the management of the individ- 
ual properties will be requisite to 
the success of private operation. 
But unfortunately there are some 
managements which apparentli¢ 
have been so filled with resentment 
by certain methods which have 
been adopted under government op- 
eration that they are disposed to 
disregard or deny the need for a 
greater degree of co-operation than 
that which formerly existed under 
private Operation, and to return to 
many of the extreme competitive 
and uneconomical practices which 
formerly prevailed. Some of them 
apparently would be in favor of 
abolishing all centralized control of 
the distribution of freight cars, all 
joint operation of terminals, al 
consolidated city ticket offices ané 
of re-establishing all the outside 
traffic agencies which formerly ex- 
isted. A large majority of railway 
officers seem to have learned some 
important lessons from the experi- 
ence of the last three years, but 
some apparently have not.” 

If railroad managers are not go- 
ing to avail themselves to the full- 
est of all that ts good in what 
government operation brought 
forth they will be foolish indeed. 

They have publie opinion with 
them now. They will forfeit it if 
they proceed on the basts of every 
road for itself and the receiver take 
the weak ones.

» Mary Augusta Ward, better known 
to the literary world as Mrs. 
Humphrey Ward. was one of the 
best-known LTnglish novelists. The 
cornerstone of her literary reputa- 
tion was laid in 1888, when her 
novel, “Robert Elsmore.’’ made its 
appearance and soon became the 
subject of discussion throughout 
the civilized world because of its 
striking treatment of current re- 
ligious problems, 

Mrs. Ward was a prolific writer, 
and other novels from her pen were 
among the most widely-read works 
of fiction during the ’twenty years 
or more following. Among the bet- 
ter known of these were “Marcella,” 
“Bleanor.” “Lady Rose’s Daughter,” 
“Fenwick’s Career” and “Diana Mal- 
lory.” 

Mrs. Ward, born in Tasmania in 
1851, was the daughter of Thomas 
Arnold, who was the son of Dr. Ar- 
nold, of Rugby, and a brother of 
the poet, Matthew Arnold. Besides 
engaging in literary work, Mrs. 
Ward took an active interest in af- 
fairs. Among hey activities was her 
opposition to woman suffrage in 
‘ngland. She was, however, one of 
seven English women named to act 
as magistrates. 

In 1872 she married Thomas 
Humphrey Ward, who also was a 
writer of considerable attainments.

LORDS PASS BILL 
ON DIVORCE REFORM 


London, March 24.—The house of 
lords by a vote of 93 to 45 today 
passed the second reading of a bill 
proposing important divorce reforms, 
The bill extends the grounds for 
divorce to cover, among other rea- 
sons, three years’ desertion, habitual 
drunkenness and cases where a sen- 
tence of death has been commuted 
to life servitude. 

After a powerful and impassion- 
ed speech by Baron Birkenhead, the

YOU CAN EAT CHEESE. 
So frequently Americans declare 
The trou- 
ble with such persons is that they 
give their cheesé dish the wrong 
place on the menu, eating !t at the 


end of a heavy meal instead of 
making it the piece de resistance 
as a substitute for meat as_ s0 
many Europeans do. It is a very 
valuable food and its use should 
be encouraged. Nearly all the pro- 
tein and fat of a gallon of milk is 
contained in a pound of cheese, and 
it is therefore a very concentrated 
food. It is equal in food value to 
two pounds of meat, or a dozen 
eggs or a pint of dried peas or 
beans. 

If you could get away, from 
time to time, from the idea that a 
proper meal consists of “a meat, 
two or three vegetables’ and a 
iece of pie,” and could feel friend- 
y toward some good cheese, a bowl 
of salad to make up the carbo- 
hydrates, and some bran or rye 
bread crusts, not too fresh, for the 
necessary starch; drinking (since 
the death of John Barleycorn) fruit 
juice with water either hot or cold 
—if you could add this variety to 
your menus, you would then ap- 
proach more nearly the feed of the 
gods. 

Meat is about three-quarters wa- 
ter, cheese about one-third; so you 
see why food like salads, having 
a large percentage of water, 
should be eaten with it. 

For the hot meal there are many 
attractive ways of preparing 
cheese. It may be combined with 
eggs and milk to make a souffle 
or a “rabbit;” or combined with 
the starchy vegetables you could 
serve potatoes or rice au’ gratin. 
Too long cooking toughenge cheese, 
it needs only to be melted.

Mrs. Dickey reported that at 
the request of the ‘public health 
murses of Atlanta, the Red Cross 
canteen and motor corps re- 
serves were called back into activ 
service on February 22, 1920, to fug 
nish nourishment to the convales 
cent influenza patients all over th 
city. She said:

PAR CLEARANCE SUIT 
IN HANDS OF JUDGE 


Will Take Case Up Next 
Week and Try to Reach 


Early Decision. 


Hearing in the case of the Amer- 
ican Bank and Trust company et 
al. versus the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Atlanta was concluded on Wednes- 
day of this week in the United 


States court of Atlanta before Judge 
Beverly D. Evans, of the Georgia 
southern district. 

This case is the test suit brought 
by the country bankers of Georgia 
seeking to enjoin the Federal Re- 
Serve bank from its efforts to com- 
pel them to concur in the ruling 
on universal par clearance. It was 
first heard in the Fulton superior 
court before Judge Ellis on Jan- 
uary 15, at which time he granted 
a temporary injunctiédn and also 
remanded the case to the federal 
courts. 

The country bankers presented 
& motion to remand the case back 
to the state courts at this week's 
hearing, While the reserve bank pre- 
sented a motion to discuss, 

The plaintiffs were represented 
by Attorney Alex W. Smith, of At- 
lanta, counsel for the Country 
Bankers’ Association of Georgia, as 
well as by associate counsel from 
several other states, representing 
country bankers’ associations there 
who have joined with the Georgia 
plaintiffs in behalf of the Missis- 
sippi bankers. 

Attorney Smith, in his opening 
argument, outlined the history of 
previous banks of the United States 
and showed how they had failed 
through the assumption of too much 
power. He predicted a like end 
to the feedral reserve, unless the 
success of his clients and other sim- 
ilar parties saved them from their 
own weaknesses. He charged that 
there is a nation-wide conspiracy 
among the twelve reserve banks to 
use financial compulsion to make 
the state banks come into the sys- 
tem. He’introduced an amendment 
to his original petition, reciting va- 
rious instances of alleged coercive 
measures uSed in half a dozen of 
the twelve districts against banks 
which have not complied with the 
par clearance ruling. 

The reserve bank is represented 
by Randolph and Parker. Mr. Par- 
ker spoke first for the defense, and 
argued that in their ruling on par 
clearance the sixth reserve bank 
had only acted as they were clear- 
ly instructed to act in the reserve 
act, and furthermore that they had 
exercised nor threatened to exercise 
no illegal power. He claimed that 
the country bankers were given the 
option either of remitting at par 
or of paying in currency over their 
counters.

EDUCATIONAL BILL 
KEYNOTE OF MEETING 


Brittain Indorses Elder-Cars- 
well Bill at Macon Session 
for Educators. 


Macon, March 24.—(Special)—

Only 68 Georgia cotnties are now 
supporting their educational insti- 
tutions, whereas the Elders-Cars- 
well bill, endorsed by -the last 
legislature, requires every county 
to levy taxes for its own schools 
and will devote $1,000,000 to the 
amount spent on teachers salaries 
and other educational needs in this 
state the first year after it is put 
into effect.

New Orleans, March 24.—Selling 
Started on the opening of the cotton 
market today and was still being 
felt in the late trading. The open- 
ing was at the decline and lowest 
prices were made toward the close, 
when the trading months were 79 
to 91 points under the last prices 
of yesterday. Final prices were at 
net losses of 75 to 91 points. 

The collapse of the March posi-

sponsible for the selling wave.

Washington, March 24.—Estab- 
lishment of a federal #@%ystem of in- 
ternational banking practically is 
provided by the recently enacted 
Edge amendment to the federal re- 
serve act, according to announce- 
ment tonight by Governor Harding 
in making public rules and regula- 
tions governing the entry of Amer- 
ican corporations into the foreign 
banking field.

BOTH SIDES CLAIM 


GAIN IN DELAWARE 


Friends and Foes of Suf- 
frage Predict Success in 
Fight on Ratification as 
36th State. 


Del., March 24.—Friends 
and foes of woman suffrage both 
claimed points in today’s prelim- 
inary skirmishes in the legislature 
to make Delaware the thirty-sixth 
state needed for ratification of the 
equal suffrage amendment to the 
federal constitution. 

Introduction today of ratification 
resolutions in both senate and house 
opened the actual struggle. Plans 
to delay a final vote until next 
week were made by the suffragists, 
while opponents called for action on 
Friday. Both sides continued con- 
fident of the outcome and veteran 
suffragist campaigners said the 
fight transcends that experienced 
in any other state. Conceding that 
at present sufficient votes were 
lacking in both bodies af the leg- 
islature to ratify the proposed con- 
stitutional amendment the suffra- 
gists claimed several advantages in 
today’s proceedings. 

Governor Townsend and other 
suffrage leaders also reiterated be- 
lief that enough changes would be 
made to finally effect ratification. 
Advantages claimed by the suffra- 
gettes today were the postponement 
of a vote and the reference of the 
senate and house ratification resolu- 
tions to committees regarded as 
friendly. 

Anti-suffragist leaders claimed a 
severe blow was given the ratifica- 
tionists in a round robin signed to- 
day by 21 house members pledging 
themselves to vote against ratify- 
ing. Eleven democrats headed by 
Representative McNabb, floor lead- 
er, and ten republicans, were said 
to have signed. 

Another tack taken by the oppo- 
Sition was the introduction by Sena- 
tor Gormley, democratic floor lead- 
er, of a resolution providing for 
popular referendums on all consti- 
tutional amendments. None of the 
various moves led to much debate 
in either body and no further action 
was planned before Firday. 
CONNECTICUT GOVERNOR 
WON'T CALL SESSION. 

Hartford, Conn., March 24.—Gov- 
ernor Marcus H. Holcomb, republi- 
can, in a statement tonight flatly 
refused to call a special session of 
the Connecticut general assembly 
to act on the federal suffrage 
amendment. The republican state 
convention by an almost unanimous 
vote in New Haven this afternoon 
called upon the governor to calla 
special session so that it might be 
possible for Connecticut to be the 
36th state to ratify the amendment. 

Governor Holcomb’s’~ statement 
follows: 

“IT have read the resolution pass- 
ed today by the republican state 
convention. I do not see how that 
changes the situation or assists to 
create the special emergency which 
authorizes the governor to call a 
special session. 

“The state constitution places tha 
responsibility upon the governor. I 
shall not shift it to the delegates 
to the republican state convention. 
I again decline to call a special ses- 
sion. 

‘The adoption by thirty-six states 
of the federal suffrage amendmeni 
will change our constitution, but 
until it is changed my oath of of- 
fice requires me to support it in 
its unaltered form., 

“If Connecticut should be one of 
the thirty-six states to adopt the 
the genral assembly, and thereby 
suffrage amendment by the vote ot 
change our constitution without the 
concurring vote of the electors of 
the state, it would be contrary to 
the provisions of our constitution.” 
The convention with United States 
Senator Brafidegee as permanent 
chairman, chose J. Henry Roraback, 
the state chairman; Charles Hop- 
kins Clark, editor of The Hartford 
Courant; James F. Walsh, of Green- 
wich, speaker of the last house, and 
Charles F. Brooker, of Ansonia, del-

Nowadays, while Champion Jack 
Dempsey is so much in the lime- 
light, you still meet men who still 
think the present Jack Dempsey is 
the old original fighter of that name 
known the world over in his day as 
the “Nonpareil.” 

And always where the name of 
Jack Dempsey is brought up old 
timers who hear it will tell you of 
the first Jack Dempsey, who was 
middleweight champion of the 
world until he met Bob Fitzsimmons 
one day down at New Orleans. 

The fight’ between the original 
Jack Dempsey and Bob Fitzsimmons 
at New Orleans was really the clos- 
ing event of the former’s eventful 
eareer. It resulted in a victory for 
the Cornishman in the thirteenth 
round. 

Although the fight gave Fitzsim- 
mons the champiomship and wound 
up the career of the “Nonpareil,” 
there was little credit due the win- 
ner, for Dempsey was in such poor 
condition that his best friends ad- 
vised him not to enter the ring.

He said there was not 
a man living who could outclass 
Dempsey, and argued that when 
Fitzsimmons made 154 pounds ring- 
side he would not be strong enough 
to give the “Nonpareil” a -battle. 
What occurred subsequently proved 
that Tuthill was outwitted by Fitz- 
simmons’ cunning. 

That match was finally made and 
was decided at the Olympic club in 
New Orleans, Jan. 14, 1891. Dermhp- 
sey weighed 147%% and Fitzsimmons 
150%. 

They fought for a $12,000 purse, 
the winner to take $11,000, the larg- 
est purse on record up to date. 
Dempsey was the favorite in the 
betting, and it was roughly esti- 
mated that $100.000 changed hands 
as a result of the bout. 

The sports of the Crescent City 
bet their all on Dempsey. So did 
the entire country for that matter. 
And when Fitz won, he was the pu- 
gilistic cyclone of the country. His 
victory left shattered bank rolis in 
its wake.

CAMPAIGN FOR COX 
LAUNCHED IN OHIO 


Active Organization to Pro- 
ceed in Ohio—Entire State 
Delegation Pledged. 


Columbus, “Ohio, March 24.—An 
active campaign in the interest of 
Governor James M. Cox, of Ohio, 
for the democratic nomination for 
president was launched here today. 

After a two days’ conference of 
democratic state leaders with the 


governor, announcement was made 
that National Commftteeman Ea- 
mund H. Moore, of Youngstown, had 
been chosen to manage the govern- 
Or’s campaign. At the same time a 
letter was issued to the democrats 
of the nation setting forth the gov- 
ernor’s qualifications to lead the 
party in November. 

No announcement was made 
whether or not there will be a cam- 
paign in other states for delegates 
pledged to Governor Cox, but “ac- 
tive organization will proceed to 
properly present the Cox candida- 
cy,” a statement issued by the 
democratic leader asserts. Gov- 
ernor Cox is arsufed the solid Ohio 
delegation of 48 Wotes at the San 
Francisco convention. All candi- 
dates for delegates to be chosen at 
the primary, April are pledged 
to the governor. 

‘The letter addressed to the dem- 
ocrats of the nation makes as its 
principal point of argument that 
with Cox as the democratic nomi- 
nee, the electoral vote of Ohio is 
assured, based upon the fact that 
he has three times carried the state 
for governor, the last time running 
ahead of the democratic congression- 
al ticket by more than 75,000 votes.

ORATORY FLOWS 
WHEN BOLL WORM 
INVADES SENATE 


Washington, March 24.—The pink 
bell worm aided and abetted by 
the Gypsy and Mrowntail moth in- 
vaded the senate today and brought 
on an epidemic of oratory. 

A casual remark by Senator 
Thomas, democrat, Colorado, dur- 
ing consedreation of an item of 
$302,000 for the bureau of entomo- 
logy to combat insect pests, started 
the flow. The agriclture commit- 
tee had aded $102,000 to the house 
provvisions and when Senator Pom- 
erene, democrat, Ohio, sought to 
make the total $400,000 because of 
the Gypsy moth menace, Senator 
Thomas interjected ta statemen 
that “they are raising monuments 
to the bol weevil down in Ala- 
bama.” ' 

Senators Smith, democrat, South 
Carolina, and Simons, democrat, 
North Carolina promptly ararign- 
ed the attitude of Senators who op- 
posed aid to formers. There was 
litle the government could do to 
aid the farm labor situation, they 
said, and Senator Smith said it was 
not becoming in sénators who en- 
joyed their three meals a day to 
make a “joke” of the agricultural 
bill. 

Senator Shepard, democrat, Tex- 
as, said the Pink boll worm in Tex- 
as and Louisiana threatened de- 
struction of a large part of the 
coming cotton crop and he proposed 
later to ofer an amendment to 
recompense growers for crops de- 
stroyed in the fight. 

In the end, Senaotr Pomerene’s 
amendment was voted down and 
the committee’s figures accepted.
